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This  work  originally  appeared  in  weekly  numbers,  the  first  of  which  was 
dated  November  lo,  1814.  Each  part  contained  two  plates.

The  engraved  title-page  of  volume  one  has  the  original  error  of  omit- 
ting the  umlaut  over  the  "a"  in  "Marchen";  the  story  entitled  "The 
Travelling  Musicians,"  in  volume  one,  lacks  the  sub-title  which  was 
added  in  the  second  issue;  and  what  is  most  unusual  is  that  the  plates 
of  the  first  volume  are  etched  in  brown  ink.  It  is  known  that  very  few 
copies  of  the  first  edition  had  the  plates  so  made.

The  first  edition  of  Part  I  was  almost  immediately  exhausted,  and  a 
second  was  issued  in  August.  Both  editions  were  published  in  brown 
paper  wrappers,  the  only  difference  being  that  the  front  cover  of  the 
second  edition  has  the  words  "Second  Edition,"  and  the  letter-press 
of  the  first  edition  is  on  tinted  paper.  A  third  edition  appeared  the 
same  year. 

There  were  two  issues  of  Part  II,  which  maybe  distinguished  by  the 
last  words  of  p.  5 ;  in  the  first  issue  it  ends  with  the  words  "and  did" ; 
in  the  second,  with  the  words  "ran  out."

Originally  pubHshed  in  four  parts.  The  dedication  leaf, which  is  present 
in  this  copy,  appears  to  be  unknown  to  bibliographers.  The  error  in 
pagination  of  page  148  is  found  only  in  the  earliest  issue.

Cruikshank.These  etchings  originally  appeared  in  Roscoe's  Novelist's 
Library  in  1 831-1832. This  selection  of  illustrated  extracts  appears  to 
be  unnoticed  by  Cruikshank's  bibliographers.  The  last  cover  contains 
advertisement  of  Cruikshank'sworks,in  which  this  is  listedwith  others. 
Appears  to  have  been  issued  as  a  prospectus  of  these  works  as  illustrated 
by  Cruikshank.

Collation: This  work  is  complete  in  four  parts.  There  are  six  colored 
plates  to  each  part,  all  ofwhich  contain  several  designs,  etched  by  Cruik- 
shank, and  dated.  An  original  drawing  by  Cruikshank,has  been  inserted 
as  a  frontispiece. This  piece  is  executed  in  ink,and  is  the  original  sketch 
for  the  etching  entitled  "The  Home,"  which  is  found  in  Plate  IV,  of 
Part  IV,  of  this  work. 
"Scraps  and  Sketches"  was  issued  in  four  yearly  parts,  from  1828  to 
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1 83  2,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1830.  A  fifth  part  was  intended, 
and  in  1 834  a  single  plate  was  published,  but  with  it  the  work  ceased. 
Cruikshank  appears  to  have  foreshadowed  the  automobile  in  his  etch- 
ing "A  Fiery  Steed,"  in  Part  II.

Some  difference  of  opinion  exists  regarding  the  authorship  of  this  work. 
It  has  been  ascribed  to  Cruikshank,  Dickens,  and  to  Thackeray  by 
their  respective  admirers,  although  the  probability  would  appear  to  be 
vested  in  Dickens,  more  especially  as  regards  the  serio-comic  notes 
and  the  introduction.

An  early  American  reprint  bearing  the  copyright  of  i  861,  has  been  re- 
cently discovered,  but  the  copy  as  described  above  is  the  first  EngHsh 
edition.

The  first  edition  was  printed  in  1 851,  and  but  three  copies  are  known, 
one  of  which  is  in  the  South  Kensington  Museum.  The  pamphlet  from' 
which  the  reprint  was  made  was  destroyed  by  fire  together  with  the 
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original  copy  of  "Is  She  His  Wife?"  in  the  Boston  fire  of  1879.  The 
farce  was  written  by  Mark  Lemon  to  aid  in  raising  funds  for  the  "Guild 
of  Literature  and  Art,"  but  was  so  altered  by  Dickens  during  its  re- 
hearsals that  it  is  considered  more  the  work  of  Dickens  than  that  of 
the  editor  of  Punch.  It  was  first  produced  at  Devonshire  House,  May 
27,1851.  Dickens,  Lemon,  and  Wilkie  Collins  were  in  the  original  cast. 
Pailthorpe  etched  a  frontispiece  for  the  play  and  it  is  inserted  in  some 
copies,  but  is  not  in  the  present.

No  copy  of  the  original  edition  is  known  to  be  extant.  That  there  was 

one  in  1 876  is  known  as  Mr.  Osgood  purchased  one  in  England  from 
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which  the  present  reprint  was  made,  but  it  was  consumed  in  the  fire 
which  destroyed  the  building  occupied  by  Osgood  &  Co.,  in  1879. 
There  was  an  English  reprint, without  date, which  is  supposed  to  have 
been  issued  in  the  late  '6o's  or  early  '70's.  Only  two  or  three  copies 
are  known  to  exist. 

An  engraving  in  two  states  by  F.  W.  Pailthorpe  is  inserted  in  some 
copies  but  is  lacking  in  the  present.  The  play  was  first  presented  at  St. 
James  Theatre  in  March,  183  7.
